II)/61-155 .—Id continuation of the 
notification No. 23-5/87-LI dated 24-3-1992 introducing the 
above scheme for E.D. Agents, the following accounting 
rocedure pertaining to the scheme has to be followed 
y the Department of Posts : 

1. Head of Account 

There will be no individual accounting under the scheme. 
The transactions under the scheme will be booked provi¬ 
sionally subject to tho final concurrence from the CGA/ 1 
CAG under new minor/detailed heads below the existing 
minor head “103-Central Government Employees Group 
Insurance Scheme" under the Major Head “8011-Insurance 
and Pension Funds". 

Minor Head—E.D. Agents Group Insurance Scheme 

Detailed Head (i) Insurance Fund 
(ii) Savings Funds. 

2. Maintenance of Register In Head Post Offices 

A manuscript register may be maintained In each Head 
Post Office with suitable Index and Folio Nos. allotted in 
each E.D. official wherein recoveries affected from the E.D. 
official every month may be posted. Payments when 
authorised may be indicated suitably with authority No.: 
amounts paid from (i) Insurance Fund, (ii) Savings Fund 
at the bottom of the latest folio number under signature of 
the Head Postmaster. 

3. Recovery /deduction from Fax' Bllls/Cash Credits in 

VCRs 

In the portion of the pay bills pertaining to E.D, Agent* 
submitted to Postal Accounts Offices, the Postmasters 
will exhibit the total subscription recovered from the em¬ 
ployees every month and enclose a monthly schedule to 
that effect as indicated in Annexure ‘A’. The credits subse¬ 
quently made, may have to be shown in UCRs. Recoveries 
have to commence from April 1992 in respect of Employees 
on duty as on 31-3-1992 and exercising option by 30-6-1992 
as envisaged vide para 3(ili) of the scheme. 

The Director, Dy. Director of Accounts (Postal), will 
agreo the schedule with the amount shown in bill paid. 
The amounts credited in the UC.R muy also be entered 
at the end of the schedule & sent to Director (PLI), 
Calcutta. 

Director (PLI), Calcutta will post the figures appearing 
in the schedules in a Register in the form at Annexure ‘B. 

Necessary watch may be kept by Director (PLI), Cal¬ 
cutta for receipt of schedule & their due posting in 
the Register. The date will be required for the purpose of 
Annual' Report, etc. and maintenance of Profit, Loss & 
Balance Sheet by Director (PLI), Calcutta. 

4. Payment of dues to beneficiaries 

The Head Postmaster will workout the payment of Insur¬ 
ance fund & Savings fund separately & prepare bills according¬ 
ly. The dues in respect or Savings fund will be calculated 
from the Table of Benefits circulated by Director of PLI, 
Calcutta from time to time. This amount will be classified 
under the sub heads mentioned below . 

80J1—Insurance & Funds 

Extra Departmental Agents 

Group Insurance Scheme (new minor head) 

Insurance Fund (sub head) 

Savings Fund (sub head). 


The bill will invariably be sent by the Head Postmaster 
to Director/Dy. Director of Accounts alongwith a certificate 
& service particulars/nomination etc,, Postal Accounts Office 
will ensure the correctness of the calculations & check the 
clarification & make a note of the authority of payments 
in a register under attestation by an official not below 
the rank of Accounts Officer. The form of certificate fur¬ 
nished by the Postmaster in the bills will be worked as 
under

After receipt of authority from Accounts Offico necessary 
sanction may be issued from Divisional Office/Post Office 
as envisaged in para 11 of the scheme. 

5. Paid Vouchers 

On receipt of the paid vouchers the Postal Accounts 
Office concerned will forward them to Director Postal Life 
Insurance, Calcutta after proper classification/check and 
noting the voucher no. against the authorised amount In the 
Register. 

6. Consolidation of Accounts & Calculation of Interest 

After compilation of Accounts each month the Book 
Section of Postal Accounts Wing will send monthly figures 
on above account both credits/debits to Director (PLI), 
Calcutta. The Director (PLI), Calcutta will oansolidate 
the Accounts of each month and workout in respect of 
credits, the portion creditable to the Insurance Fund and 
the portion creditable to Savings Fund on the basis of 
Booked figures. The total amount of subscription initially 
classified under the Minor Head "E.D. Agents Group 
Insurance Scheme” (Credit side) shall be apportioned between 
the two sub-heads "Insurance Fund" and “Savings Fund" by 
adopting the percentage prescribed by the PI.I Branch of 
the Directorate from time to time After taking into 
account the payments made during the quarter, the posi¬ 
tive balance under each of the two funds shall be credited 
with interest calculated at tho rate of interest notified from 
time to time by PLI Branch of the Postal Directorate, 
Department of Posts. The amounts ot interest credited to 
thB two funds taken together shall have the contra-debit 
to tho following head of account “3 01-Postal Service-60- 
Other expenses-102-Social Security and Welfare Programme- 
2-Interest on Extra Departmental Agents Group Insurance 
Fund”. 

These figures will be incorporated in the “E.D. Agents 
Group Insurance Fund" of the Department of Tost* of 
the month following the nuarters so that the balance of 
each fund for the month following the quarter includes also 
the interest credited to the balance of tho previous quar¬ 
ter.
